The Bharat Mirira, of the 5th October, says that in settling the affairs sess Mima, 
of Egypt England should keepin view the °*’**™'*™* 
interests of the people of that country, and 

arrange matters in such a way as will make them fit in a short space of time 

to dispense with foreign protection and suzerainty. 

9. The Som Prakash, of the 9th October, discusses the question why, ‘ow Pavan, 

with so pious a Viceroy as Lord Ripon and 0*% *#, 1662. 
so able a Finance Minister as Major Baring, 
India has still many grievances. The cause of this anomaly, it is suggested, 
‘3 to be found in the policy adopted by the English people in the govern- 
ment of this country. This policy, it is alleged, looks first to the interests 
of England, then to those of India. Not a fraction of English interests 
is sacrificed to save India from utter ruin. The Editor proposes as a 
remedial measure the formation of two great Indian representative bodies— 
one in India and the other in England—to protest against injurious acts 
of Government here, and to bring the grievances of the people constantly 
before the British Parliament.

Let the Sultan remain suzerain in 
name. But practically it is necessary to place Egypt under the protection 
of England.

Mr, Gladstone is a man of so lofty a character that he is acting accordin 
to these principles.

The oppressions incidental to road cess and 
license-tax are confined to uneducated or half-educated agriculturists and 
shop-keepers. Sitting at home, they appeal to God and weep. Their feeble 
cries do not reach the ears of the rulers, who think in consequence that 
they are not opposed to such taxes. ae es

This will no longer be the case when 
the jail reform policy of Lord Ripon is carried out ; again, the sort of out-door 
work which they will do will bring them into competition with the labouring |

There should be at least one intermediate-class carriage 
attached to every mail and mixed train. 


(2.) In local trains at least two compartments of a third-class 
carriage should be set apart as intermediate class, though 


it would be better to provide a separate intermediate class 
carriage. 


(3.) In no station should intermediate class tickets be issued along 
with third-class tickets.

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(4.) Intermediate-class passengers should not be huddled together 
with third-class passengers.

Return tickets should be issued to all classes on payment of 
two-thirds fare. 

(7.) Price of monthly tickets should be further reduced.

spirit. The rulers pass laws, encourage free trade, and adopt measures for 
protecting the ryots from the oppressions of zeraindars and indigo-planters. 
Formation of a league to oppose measures so sacred is a premonitory symptom 
of a determination to set the Government at defiance. Will the Hon’ble 
Mr. Thompson suffer this to be done? Will liberal-minded Lord Ripon, 
the friend of the people, give his sanction to sucha measure? If the 
indigo-planters cannot carry on their business with due regard to religious 
principles, let them leave this country and let the indigo industry disappear, let 
the indigo factories sink into the depths of the blue ocean. It is really 


painful to see such a stain on English character in a liberal English

a competition, it cannot understand the reason of the policy which is banish- 
ing the finer inanufactures from the jails, while coarser manufactures are 
allowed to exist. Besides, it is of opinion that in a country like India, where 
the people are indisposed to take the initiative in anything, the introduction 
of new industzies in the jails would have conferred great benefit on the 
country without interfering with any indigenous industries.

Considering the religious 
bk turn of his mind, it is not likely that he 
will be partial, like Sir Ashley Eden, for his own countrymen. He is, 
however, so good a man that it is to be feared he will deal so leniently 
with the Civilian class that sufficient control will not be exercised upon 
their doings. As an illustration, it is pointed out that a certain Magistrate 
of the Presidency Division, who was on tour for 30 days only when he 
should have been in mofussil for 85 days, has this time had his period of 
annual tour cut down to 70 days by the Lieutenant-Governor. The direction 
which His Honor has given to officers on tour to look to the trade and 
traffic of the tracts under their jurisdiction, the necessity for roads and 
railways, the relations between landlords and tenants, the agricultural con- 
ditions and prospects of the people, &c., is noticed with approbation. The 
following circumstance is referred to as showing the Lieutenant-Governor’s 
desire to promote the well-being of the people subject to hissway. Associa- 
tions of rate-payers have been formed in several municipalities of the 24- 
Pergunnahs to comment upon the acts of the Commissioners. 
Mr. Monro, the Commissioner of the Presidency Division, referring to these 
associations, expresses his regret that these bodies confine themselves to 
determined opposition instead of co-operating with the Commissioners. The 
Lieutenant-Governor, in his Resolution on the Administration Report of the 
Presidency Division, has asked Mr. Monro to remember that an opposition 
is not without beneficial influence on the formation of public opinion and 
in the transaction of public business, as well in municipal administration 
as in State politics.
